No animal, nor insect, with possibly the 
exception of the ant, has so powerful and 
highly developed a sense of smell as the 
bee. When the queen bee flies away, fol- 
lowed by the pursuing drones, she leaves a 
scented trail by which she leads them. 

The sense of sight in the honey bee does 
not begin to be of the same order of de- 
velopment. Numerous experiments hava 
been conducted by entomologists with the 
hope of proving definitely many things rela- 
tive to its sight. But they are still points 
on which these scientists disagree: for in- 
stance, whether or not the bee can distin- 
guish color. Some are inclined to believe 
they can, while others feél positive they 
cannot. Dr. McIndoo thinks there is no 
question but what they can, though prob- 
ably not at all as man des. 


Can a bee tell the shape of an object, 
whether it is round, square, rough, flat, etc.“ 
It has never been satisfactorily proved that 
they can, though it is known that by their 
sense of touch they can discriminaté be 
tween shapes if the object is small. There 
is no doubt but what bees can see great dis- 
tances, but it is impossible to prove how 
well or how clearly they can see. In their 
hives the only need they have for their 
eyes is to distinguish light from darkness. 
Outside of the hive’s walls it is much more 
important. They begin to use them the in- 


a sense of direction, but rather that they 
follow certain landmarks. They are acce 
rate barometers and know when a thundeft 
shower is on the way. Many psychologists 
insist that bees are merely reflex machines 
~-that is, that their actions are performed 
without thought, in response to certain 
stimuli, and are quite involuntary. The en- 
tomologist disagrees with the psychologist 
on this point. Bees solve their own prob- 
lems in case of emergencies with a re 
sourcefulness and initiative that would in- 
dicate that they were anything but reflex 
machines. For instance, if a foreign body, 
say a mouse, gets into the hive and is 
stung to death, it is impossible for the 
bees to carry the mouse out and equally 
impossible to have its decaying body in the 
hive. Their solution of the problem is to 
incase it with their wax, and then it is 
hermetically sealed to the floor of the hive, 
so there are absolutely no il) effects from 
the unlucky mouse.

office building ever created in the United 
States will have been completed by the 
time you are reading this letter. It was 
built in less than four months, and that not- 
withstanding its ground floor is so large that 
you could put the National Capitol Building, 
the National Library Building and the State, 
War and Navy Building upon the same space 
and have something to spare. The building 
covers ten acres and it has in the neighbor- 
hood of thirty acres of floor space. It is 
made in three great units, with a heating 
plant in the center which fills the steam 
pipes running back and forth through this 
thirty acres and making every cubic inch of 
it warm. All of these buildings are of frame 
with walls of metal lathing nailed on to stud- 
ding with building paper on each side. The 
lathing is covered with stucco, and the inside 
walls are a thick pasteboard with wood 
strips over their joints. The buildings have 
double floors, and when completed they look 
much like the better class of suburban resi- 
dences or the stuccoed houses erected at 
seaside resorts. They are lighted by elec- 
tricity and heated by steam. They are built 
to last only for the time of the war, but 
there is no reason why they should not be 
standing ten years from now. They have 
all gone up within the past six months and 
they are only a part of a large 
programme which is still under way. 


Storage Buildings. 


Take, for instance, the sefies of great 
storage buildings which are to be erected for 
supplies and munitions at certain terminal 


and the mattresses never get cold. This has 
been the case at one of the great manufac- 
turing centers. The truth is there-is no 
shortage of labor in the United States, but 
there is a great*shortage of housing facilities 
in the industrial centers wnere the war work 
is done, This has to be remedied, and 
Uncle Sam will soon have under way a large 
number of industrial cities. One of these 
already arranged for will cost $35;000,000. It 
will be, built for the emergency shipping of 
Hog Island near Philadelphia. Another will 
be created near Newport News, and others 
will probably be built at sixty or seventy 
placés, scattered here and there over the 
country. These cities will be laid out after 
the .best of modern civic planning and they 
will continue to exist after the war is over 
as model industrial centers. Great Britain 
has already put more than $500,000,009 into 
such buildings, and it is said that she will 
have to spend at least $500,000,000 
Enormous Clerical Force. 


Offsomewhat the same nature are the new 
buildings planned for the rapidly increasing 
clerical force here at Washington. The city 
is now overcrowded and 20,000 more clerks 
will be added this year. The Council of Na- 


tional Defense has been asked to make im- 
mediate plans for buildings that will take 
care of 5000 clerks, and this will take eight 


’ buildings west of the White House. This is 


a hotel proposition. The employees must 


have rooms and baths, they must have par- 


lors or reception halls and all the equipment 
of a big hotel. Each employee will want his 
own room, and 20,000 are coming. 

And now let me say a word about the can- 
tonment cities which Uncle Sam has already 
constructed. They have been built and paid 
for. Their cost was just about $134,000,000,

Forty Minutes per Building. 
The speed with which these cities were 


erected has hever been equated. At Camp 


Devens, Mass., for instance, the 1728 build- 
ings making up the cantonment city were 
erected at the average rate of forty minutes 
per building. The whole city was con- 
structed within eleven weeks. Twenty port- 
able sawmills cut the lumber at the site to 
save hand sawing. The 20,000 doors and 
70,000 windows required were made in mills 
throughout the country. In addition te the 
quarters for the men, the structures included 
twenty administration buildings, fifty-five 
storehouses and 331 stables. During the 
job 135 motor trucks and 200 wagons were 
used, and the work was so mobilized that 
lumber was shifted from the cars to the mill 
at the rate of 500,000 feet per day and car- 
ried by trucks from the machines to the 
buildings where it was needed. In this way 
more than 30,000,000 feet of lumber—enough 
to make a boardwalk a foot wide and an inch 
thick from San Francisco to the battlefields 
of France—were carried to the various units 
of the cantonment. 

The organization and plans for all this 
work and also for other great buildinr 
schemes which the government has now un- 
der way were created through the commit- 
tee on emergency construction of the Coun- 
cil of National Defense. In order to give you 
some idea of these great undertakings and 
how they have been carried out I have had 
a talk with Maj. W. A. Starrett, the chair- 
man of that committee. Maj. Starrett is one 
of the chief industrial officers of Uncle Sam's

A good beekeeper will take every precau 


tion to keep the bees as warm as possible. 
He will place the hive in an area sheltered 
from the wind, see that the hive is double- 
walled and protected by packing and that 
the bees have sufficient food. Bees that 
have to work hard to keep the hive warm 
soon become exhausted and the old bees 
easily succumb to death. The Department 
of Agriculture estimates that at the very 
least calculation one-tenth of the bee colo- 
nies of the country are lost each winter 
Not infrequently beekeepers who are novices 
at the business lose half their bees. It is 


_ quite possible to reduce all the losses to less 


than 1 per cent. Bees are peculfarly consti- 
tuted in that they are powerless to recover 
lost vitality. Dr. Phillips compares them to 
minute dry batteries in their inability to re- 
cuperate after exhaustion. 

The beginning of 1918 finds bee manufac- 
tories working twenty hours a day to meet 
the increased demand for bee equipment. 
The professional beekeeper is determined to 
do his bit, not only because it is to his own 
interest to do so, but also because he can in 
that way very materially assist Uncle Sam. 
There is no fear of overproduction; the 
sugar shortage p all danger of that. 

Approximately one-fifth of the sugar con- 
sumed in the United States under normal 
conditions is grown here.

An understanding of social and religious 
conditions is necessary to illuminate the 
otherwise meaningiess centuries of warfare. 
The country was a land of peasants and 
nobles only, with no middle class to func 
tion between them. TWe peasants at one 
time, freemen, were reduced to serfdom and 
became the absolute property of the lords 
Who had power of life and death over them. 
To quote from a famous historian: “The 
nobles regard the cultivator and the plebe- 
jan as dogs. That is the expression used 
by these abominable men who if they kill a 
peasant say they have killed a dog.” 
The real Poles were members of the no- 
bility who lived on their esta.es, each with 
a small army of his own. It was the cus- 
tom for them to attend the Diet accom- 
600 to 1000 horsemen whose pres- 
ence led frequently to bloodshed. The re- 
vbellious attitude of these princes weakened 
stand foreign aggression. Besides 
the greater nobles, the lesser nobles stood 
haughtily upon all their privileges. Travel- 
ers report that some of the ordinary gentry 
were seen plowing barefooted, but proudly

There were wooden hovels for travelers 
where beds of straw were furnished. French 
travelers complain of the saffron and heavy 
spices used in the Polish style of cooking. 

By the year 1500 the final blow at the in- 
dependence of the masses was struck in a 
law forbidding any but nobles to own land. 
The nobles, previously frugal, now became 
rich and luxurious. For the murder of a 
peasant a fine was the only penalty, the old 
law valuing a serf at ten marks or about 
twelve shillings; for a Jew double the 
amount. An observer says: “The common 
sort of people were like slaves or,beasts, al- 
lowed no more than will serve to keep them 
alive and in such case as they may de able 
to labor again.” - 

This disastrous nn 
radation of the masses and the extrava- 
gance of the nobles, was further compll- 
cated by the presence of the Jews between 
whom and the Poles there was constant 
conflict. They and the Germans, in the ab- 
sence of a middie class, were left to monopo- 


lize trade, a nobleman disdaining to enter 
it. The Jews were usually stewards to he 


nobles as well as proprietors of the miser- 
able inns. They were forced to wear a yel-

The religious differences do not make a 
proby theological chronicle but color every 
situation that arose; had to do with the 
royal marriages, with every conflict and 
battle.

The Poles had originally been 
a tolerant people, but to oppose the Protes- 
tant Reformation one of their kings 
brought in the Jesuits, and thereafter fierce 
religious conflicts added to the fighting and 
hing which had been continual before 
Catholicism became for the Poles what it 
has been for the Irish, the symbol and guar- 
antee of their national unity and being. 
The Eastern Church members were 
finally cut off from their archbishop in Mos- 
cow, forced to accept the Pope and a com- 
promise church resulted, combining the 
Greek ritual and discipline with recognition 
of the Pope at Rome. This church became

tiful Polish cavalry arrived just as the men 
and women warriors within the rich city 
could hold out no longer, and the most fa- 
mous siege in history was raised. The list 
of the rich spoils reads like an Arabian 
Night’s dream; there were 100,000 tents, gor- 
geous jewels, carpets, all the extravagant 


trappings and wealth of the luxurious Turks 


left in the retreat. The Grand Vizier’s pri- 
vate court occupied the space of a large city 
and was filled with baths, gardens, tropical 
birds and innumerable gorgeous green silk 
tents magnificently equipped. 

When this hero, Sobieski, died, Poland too 
was dead. A century of decline followed 
marked by terrible fighting over the historic 
battle sites. Cracow, Warsaw and Lemberg 
were taken in the struggle which the Saxon 
Kings had to meet with Charles XII of Swe- 
den and Peter of Russia viiacking each 
other from frontier to frontier of the un- 
happy country. There were two Polish fac- 
tions, each supporting a candidate to the 
throne, and the two foreign enemies backed

In the end Poland was not conquered but 


partitioned, divided up amohg her neighbors 


“like a thing ownerless dnd dead.” 

At the end of twénty years of fighting in 
which Poland was the battleground of Sax- 
ons, Swedes and Russians, Poland was so 
exhausted that her king desperately sug- 
gested a division of the country, but the 
hour had not yet struck. The partitions 
took place under Catherine of Russia. This 
German princess, who ascended the throne 


over the body of her murdered husbana, 


came to an agreement with Frederick & 
Prussia to place a Polish puppet, one @ 
Catherine's admirers, on the throne. A re 
belfion shortly broke out and led to Freé 
erick’s proposal that Russia, Austria and 
Prussia make a partition of Polish territory. 
These powers stated that they would es

restore public tranquility,” the most fa mou 
phrase in the field of diplomatic robbery. 
The Polish Diet was forced to consent and 
each of the three robbers took a slice, lea 
ing a large part of Poland intact. The in 
fatuated nobles who had been as uncom 
scious of the ruin of their country as the 
French nobility on the eve of the Revole 
tion had at last awakened, and althoug 
divided into monarchists and republicans 
had given Poland an improved constitution 
in 1791. Prussia and Russia, however, soos 
forced a second partition in 1793, leaving 


an independent remnant, and two years 


later, in the third partition between the 
three powers, Poland was completely

In conclusion, a comparison of possible 
value may be drawn from the Bosphorus 
and the Panama Canal. The control of the 
commercial routes of another country in- 
directly forced Turkey into war. For many 
years that control had exerci a con- 
tinual pressure to throw R into war 
against Turkey. The Germans planned to 
take full advantage of that tendency. The 
Goeben was one of the visible agents em- 
ployed in making the plan effective. The 
cruiser was strongly illustrative of a con- 
necting link between international politics 
and naval warfare. A knowledge of foreign 
politics was of extreme value to her of- 
ficers. To American naval officers the im- 
portance of international affairs is bound 
to increase. As the commercial and 
strategic sea lanes of Russia and Rumania 
lead through the Bosphorus, so do sea lanes 
of most of the great powers of the world 
lead through the Panama Canal. As naval 
stations and international sea traffic de 
velop in the Caribbean, so will America be 
forced to meet with complex political and 
military conditions. And whether they 
can or cannot be amicably settled, the navy 
will hold an intimate relation with them 
all, It, therefore, seems that to American 
Officers a knowledge not only of their own 
country’s position in the Caribbean, but of 
all other powers, will be of particular in- 
terest.

Attack of “Shockers” is Repulsed with 
Losses on Both Sides—Americans 
Take Four Men Prisoners.

ITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN FRANCE, Friday, March 
1.—Another German raid on the American line was made 

at 9:30 o'clock last night in the Chemin Des Dames sector. 
After sharp fighting the enemy retired, leaving four prisoners, two 
of whom were wounded. eas : 

The Americans lost some killed and a number slightly 
wounded or missing. All are New Englanders. : 

Three companies of shock troops, one of which had been 
brought from Laon by motor cars for the attack, came up behind 
a heavy barrage which had been put down along the left flank of 
the American forces. | | 

The American and French artillery effectively counter- 
shelled the enemy during the attack, which was localized, and 
during his retirement.

WAR MBTHODS. 


We were new in war methods— 
for prisoners of war. 
And whatever the treatment of Ger- 
many to American prisoners, the 
United States determined that Ger- 
man prisoners held here should be 
treated on the assumption of the 
President that this was a war not 
against the German people, but 
ageinat the ruiers of Prussia.. 
Moreover, the great majority of 
these prisoners were here on a 
peaceful errand; they had come in 
their ships, of which the greatest of 
all was Vaterland. now the 
Leviathan, and were marooned in 
Amgnerican waters. They remained by 
their ships for nearly three years. 
But they were trained men. Many 
or all of them were reservists identi- 
fied with the Fatheriand. . 
The great majority of these pris- 
ners were held for six months at 


— 


the Ellis Island Immigration Station 
in New York and on an island in 
Boston harbor under the jurisdiction 
of the United States Immigration 
authorities. The officers and sailors 
of the Prinz Eitel Friedrich were 
first taken to Philadelphia and then 
te Fort Ogiethorpe, Ga. 

Under the provisions of The 
Hague Tribunal, agreed to by all 
the powers, prisoners of war have 
certain rights. They may net be 
compelled to work at ything that 
will contribute to the military activi- 
tles ef the government. They are 
to have means of communication 
with their friends. If they do any 
industrial work, they are to be paid 
on the same schedule of wages as 
that paid to officers and soldiers of 
the same grade in the army. The 
prisoner of war is helpless. He can- 
not protect himself; and while The 
Hague Tribunal accomplished little 
for the prevention of war. it has 
made provision for the protection 
of prisoners of war; and Secretary 
of Labor Wilson. when confronted 
with the mamtenance and care of 
2000 German Subjects placed under 
his care, many of whom had wives 
in this country, decided that the 
United States should sei a standard 
of prison administration in harmony 
with the disinterested and nonpuni- 
tive war aims of America and so hu- 
mane that our humanity would serve 
a8 a means of protection te Ameri- 
can soldiers who might bece ris- 
oners of war in German e for 
the neutral nation of Switzerland is 
the representative of Germany in 
this matter. She is alse the repre- 
sentative of the United States in the 
protection of American soldiers whe 
may become prisoners in Germany

Merritt called a conference with 
the State Fish and Game Commis- 
sion, W. C. Crandall of San Diego, 
recently appointed Federal Fish 
Commissioner for Southern Califor- 
ma, and others, at which the prob- 
lem was to be discussed 

The fishing industry passed under 
government control February 15 by 
the licensing of all deep-sea fisher- 
men. The license system includes 
all fishing within and without the 
three-mile limit. Under the law 
Merritt is empowered to determine 
what constitutes reasonable profits 
for fishermen and dealers, tut he has 
no power to set retail prices to the 
consumer except through voluntary 
agreements with producers and 
dealers.

HISTORIAN BANCROFT 
DEAD IN SAN FRANCISCO. 


Sketch of the Career of One of the Most 
Prolific American Writers. 


AN FRANCISCO, March 2.— 

Hubert Howe Bancroft, famous 

Ameritan historian, died today 

at Walnut Creek, twenty miles east 
of this city, aged 86 years. 

Although one of the most prolific 

writers of history which America 


ever has produced, at the age of 
forty. Hubert Howe Bancroft had 
never written a book, nor, by his 
own statement. made many years 
later. did he know how to write 
even the simplest manuscript. From 
early manhood he had been a book- 
seller and business man in San 
Francisco and previous to that, 
clerk in a bookstore at Buffalo, 
. Earlier still, he was @ farm 
hand and tannery boy near Grand- 
ville, O., where he was born May 5, 
1832. It was in the bookstores 
that he obtained his education, his 
g@ttendance at public schools being 
very limited. 

Following his opening of a book- 
store at San Francisco in 1856, 
Fancroft conceived the. idea of 
writing a comprehensive history of 
California, and to that end began 
collecting books, manuscripts and 
newspapers. So absorbed did he 
become in this search for material 
that ten or twelve years later he 
had collected thousands of volumes 
of books and stacks of manuscripts 
and newspaper files. Still he had 
written nothing and could not, for 
he did not know what was in the 
books and manuacripts. 

Finally, in 1871, the passion to 
write so consumed Bancroft that 
he gave the conduct of his business 
over to others and set himself in 
earnest to the task. Long since 
the plan to write only of California 
had enlarged until it included the 
Pacific Coast regions of the whole 
North and South American conti 
nents. 

Hoon despair seized upon Ban- 
croft, for he discovered by tests 
that the mere work of reading, di- 
gesting and notating his material 
unaided would require at least 400 
vears. For a time his despondency 
amounted almost to insanity. Then 
he considered the expedient of em- 
ploying assistants and made many 
experiments, failure generally re- 
sulting... On one occasion he threw 
into the furnace as worthless twen- 
ty-five reams of manuscript, repre- 
senting the work of six or eight 
men for months, A noted mediaeval 
scholar, employed at a high wage 
wae unable to help him. 

Persisting, the would-be historian 
finally perfected a system of card- 
indexing which proved successful. 
Thereafter, he trained and en- 
ployed hundreds of assisiants. the 
services of some of whom amount- 
ed to collaborators. From the vast 
notes thus accumulated, Bancroft 
finally approached his real task, he 
having learned, painfully, in the 
meantime; something of the art of 
writing. 

More difficulties arose. Bancroft 
had selected Peru as the subject of 
his first endeavor and had decided 
that its history should begin with 
the Spanish conquest. Suddenly. 
when the work was half complete, 
he rejected it, holding to the theory 
that all history should begin with the 
hefinning of things. Starting anew, 
he delved into the myths and legends 
of the mysterious peoples of the 
American continents, running back 
inte the Middle Ages, marshaling 
therefrom the facts and theories of 
his “Native Races of the Pacific 
States.” This work, in five volume: 
was issued in 1874. it being neces-

Following this great effort, Ban- 
croft, now widely recognized as an 
authority on history, plunged into 
ther work, continuing incessantly at 
his desk until he had produced thir- 
ty-four volumes, comprising the his- 
tory of the Pacific Coast States and 
countries from Alaska to Argentina. 
His life ambition realized, he devoted 
himself to occasional writing, pro- 
éucing Retrospection“ after passing 
his eightieth birthday. In 1883, ac- 
companied by native assistants, he 
visited Mexico and spent months in 
searching the ancient archives of 
that country for historical data. The 
result was a new history of Mexico, 
recently issued. His library, housed 
in a specially constructed building 
consists of over 60,000 volumes. 

During the evening of his life, 
Bancroft lived quietly at his home in 
San Francisco.

Foot Paralysis, or Trench Feet, 
Serious Affliction. 


Americans may Gain Through 
Experience of British.

today denying Federal courts exclu-

The text of the opinion, which 
became available here tonight, in 
this connection says: 

“Under no established rule of in- 
terpretation can it be doubted that 
Congress authorized, in time of war, 
the War Department, and no ojher, 
to take over the railroads. If we 
assume (which is inconceivable) that 
the Secretary of War declined for 
that department, we can find no 
statute authorizing the control of 
the railroads under the Treasury 
Department nor by a director-gen- 
eral of railroads.” 

Judge Evans cited the law em- 
powering the government to take 
over the railroads, pointed out that 
Congress specified it should be done 
through the War Department, of 
which Newton D. Baker is the head, 
and asserted that W. G. McAdoo, 
who was and is Secretary of the 
Treasury, has been appointed by 
President Wilson as director-gen- 
eral, an office which, the court says, 
the law does not recognize. After 
remarking it is inconceivable that 
the War Department was asked and 
refused to take over the railroads, 
Judge Evans declares, if the letter 
of the law were applied, it would 
be a question whether Baker and 
not McAdoo would pot be compelled 
to operate the railroads “in person.”

“It is a concrete 
tion,” he said, “of public ex- 
Penditures increasing far 
more rapidly than population 
or wealth. The new functions 
have added materially to the 
cost of our State government 
and to some extent to the cost 
of our county and city gov- 
ernments. In California we 
know new functions as com- 
missions.’ Some of these com- 
missions have brought back 
far more than they cost and 
others have proved broken 
reeds.” 

Chambers advocated educa- 
tion of the people as to gov-

Vanderlip and the Palos Verdes Syn- 
dicate is trying to hold up the 
United States for 832,000 for 
twelve and a half acres needed for 
the lighthouse. The entire ranch, 
the Secretary of Commerce claims, 
consisting of 16,000 acres, wag pur- 
chased for $1,800,000, and now the 
owners demand one-third of 
total sum for twelve and a half 
acres and have all of the ranch left. 

The site desired is worthless as 
far as agricultural or other uses are 
concerned. The owners demand 
$30,000 for the land itself. $2500 for 
the right of way, and $600,000 for |

Theodore Sutro of New York, for- 
mer president of the New York State 
Alliance, disclaimed responsibility of 
the organization for utterances of 


statements of Dr. C. J. Hexamer of 
Philadelphia, former president. 
“Presidents of societies are often 
very foolish,” Mr. Sutro declared, | 
when asked by Senator King if 
approved an utterance attributed to 
Dr. Hexamer, 
waukee in 1915, that the alliance 
was of such political power that it 
could dominate communities where 
it was well organized. 
REPUDIATES ARTICLES. 

Pro-German articles appearing in 
the official bulletin of the alliance 
were repudiated by Sutro, who as- 
serted the alliance should not be 
held to account for what appeared 
in the publication. 

We are at war against German 
war, and not against German peace, 
and German achievements,’ Mr. Su- 
tro said. He added that he did not 
subscribe to the German view of 
large standing armies and did not 
believe in the idea of non-assimila- 
tion of German immigrants.

They seem 
to have learned that the true 
value of money is in its use, rather 
than in ite mere possession.” 

It is Mr. Holt's belief that an- 
other season will see a great influx 
of people to California, both as 
tourists . for permanent rest- 
dence. 

“Tl found _myself boasting of our 
advantages.” said he, “until re- 
strained by my wife, who declared 
that I was positively discourteous 
in my comparisons. I met men 
who had once lived out here, and 
who declared it as their intention 
to sell out and return as soon as 
possible, and I talked with many 
who are planning to make great 
sacrifices rather than to again en- 
dure an eastern winter.”

Within the sight of thousands of 
persons who passed in the range of 
his bullets, Primitivo Flores, 47,

road, late yesterday shot and al- 
most instantly killed. Abram Rodri- 
guez, his brother-in- law, in front of 
the Postoffice Bullding. 

Florez fired two shots at . 
distance, both taking effect in the 
head and chest of his victim. Redri- 
guex died at the Receiving Hospital 


ten minutes after the shooting, while |. 


Flerez was being brought into the 
Police Station. 

Resentment smouldering for two 
years, deepened by the shock of bad 
newer received a few hours earlier.

Florez 
told Detectives Harris and Rico at 
the Police Station. According ta 
the man’s story. the victim owed him

is alleged to have replied, 
striking hig brother-in-law in the 
face. badly lacerattne It. Plinded by 
blood and rage. Florez drew his re- 
volver and shot the man twice, he 
says. He made no attempt to es 
cape. John O Riley, day custodian 
of the Federal Bullding, held Flores 
until the arrival of the police. The 
body of Rodriguez, who recently ar- 
rived from Kl Paso, was taken to 
the J. D. Button mortuarv.

BILL IN CONGRESS. 


WOULD INCREASE PRODUCTION 
OF SHIPYARDS, LAWMAKERS 
ARE INFORMED.

WASHINGTON, March 2?.—DPay- 
light Saving Bill will increase pro- 


duction of the shipbuilding vards 
and war material plants and expe- 
dite training of the national military 
forces, the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States told Congress 
today in urging the passage of the 
Daylight Saving Bill now pending in 
the House after passage by, the 
Senate. 

“All along the line, daylight sav- 
ing means increased efficiency in the 
improvement of the health, morals 
and social welfare of the 20,000,000 
workers of the country,” it was 
urgeé. “Light bills will be cut 
down and outdoor recreation stimu- 
lated. More than 1,500,000 tons of 
coal a year is the estimated saving 
and the saving in fuel oils is equally 
impressive.

THE STAND OF UNCLE SAM. 


HEN President Wilson issued his famous message, convoking Congress 
in special session for the purpose of declaring that a state of war 
existed between the United States and Germany, he nobly said: 

here is one choice we cannot make, we are incapable of mak- 

ing. We will not choose the path of submission and suffer the most 
sacred rights of our nation and our people to be ignored or violated. 
The wrongs against which we now array ourselves are no common 
wrongs; they cut to the very roots of human life. 
Ten months have passed since that notable sentiment was uttered. Not 
one of the wrongs against which the United States declared open warfare 


has been righted; without a word in palliation of unspeakable crimes, the 


German aggressor, through his Imperial Chancellor, Von Hertling, now asks 
for a conference of the warring nations to discuss a general peace. 
It was not without great provocation that the American republic be- 


democratic government itself was seriously threatened; Ge sought to 
convert the open sea into a German lake and to annex the little nations of 
Europe as tributary provinces. International law. was abolished by a Ger- 
man decree: Liberty and justice seemed on the point of departing from 
the earth. For tho tenet of Christian civilization,’ Cod is love. Germany 
substituted her materialist decree, ““God is might. The war which en- 
gulfed seven-eighths of the world was a German-made war; and the peace 
the Kaiser is now seeking is a German-made peace. What shall be the an- 
swer of the American people? g

VON HERTLING is a finished sophist. He professed to accept 
each of the four fundamentals which President Wilson advanced as 
the principles on which peace shall be based; but there is an equivocation 

in his interpretation of each which practically devitalizes it. In his recent 
i peace speech the German Chancellor said: : 

: first principle enunciated by President Wilson says that 
each part of the final settlement must be based upon the essential 
justice of that partiqular case, and upon such adjustments as are most 
likely to bring a peace that will be permanent. Who would contradict 
this? The phrase coined by the great father of the church, Augustine, 
1500 years ago Justitia, fundamentum regnorum — is still valid 
today. Certain it is that only the peace based in all its parts on the 
principles of justice has a prospect of endurance.” 0 

t explanation sets forth clearly why the peace treaties made by 

Germany in the past have been so short-lived. 

But the supreme effrontery of the German Chancellor is his feigned 
surprise that President Wilson should be “laboring under the illusion that 
there exists in Germany an antagonism between an autocratic government 
and a mass of people without rights. He says in reply that with ws, princes 
are the highest members of the nation as a whole, the highest members 
with whom the final decision lies. . . . But they also, as the supreme or- 
gans, belong to the whole, and only the welfare of the whole is the guiding 
line for a decision to be taken. He thinks that this explanation clears 
away all possible misunderstandings and concludes: lt may be useful ex- 
pressly to point this out to President Wilson's countrymen.” Perhaps, he 
imagines that an enlightened American republic will discover the elements 
of democracy in a government where princes are the highest members with 


whom the — decision lies. 1 


RESIDENT WILSON and the American people give an entirely different 
P interpretation to the four peace fundamentals. When the President

said that peoples should not be bartered about from sovereignty to 


sovereignty, he had in mind the combined force and intrigue by which 


_ Germany holds Alsace-Lorraine today. by which Austria continues to dom- 


inate and enslave Hungary, and by which Turkey is depopulating Armenia 
and Arabia. The American people have approved the declaration of their 
President that Alsace-Lorraine must be returned to France and that the 
fragments of the former Polish nation must be reassembled. Alsace-Lorraine 
is a symbol of a great wrong perpetrated by an autocratic government on a 
free people. If that wrong is righted it will signal the breaking up of auto- 


Justice, in each particular case presented to a council of nations, would 


When President Wilson declared that all well-defined national aspira- 
tions must be accorded the utmost satisfaction that can be accorded them, 
he indicated clearly thatsArmenia must be relieved of the crushing yoke of 
Turkish oppression; that each distinct people in the Austro-Hungarian mon- 
archy should be permitted to form its own government; and that the Poles 
shall have an opportunity to form a new republic within the boundaries of 
what was once the Polish Empire. 

Briefly, Von Hertling has proved himself to be an adroit verbal fencer, 
a cunning coiner of phrases. But the time when such diplomacy could pre- 
vail is numbered with the vanished eras to which he adroitly refers. The 
time when a phrase-maker could negotiate a peace is forever past. Words 
at best take on a ghastly pallor before the torrents of blood that have already 
been shed to make the world safe for decency. Germany's actions must 
square with her professions before peace can be seriously considered. 

Germany has discovered to her discomfiture that the American people 
are solidly supporting their government; she has learned that there is some- 
thing higher than dollar diplomacy to be regarded when dealing with Amer- 
ica. The American people have offered their pearl of greatest price, the 
young manhood of the nation, as a sacrifice on the altar of liberty because 
they believe that German militarism is a menace to the peace of the whole 
world. When such armed bandits are permitted to ravage the land and the 


seas, security for life and for property ceases to exist. A triumphant Ger- 


many symbolizes successful banditry and piracy. Either the German mili- 


- tary caste must fall or civilization must fall. The American people are not 


so blind that they cannot see that Germany must be made to give up her 
deadly weapons for land or sea, or every other nation must go y 
armed. 
Finally, the American people believe that the little * of Europe 
and Asia have earned their right to a place in the sun. ey agree with 
their President that this country does not desire to mark the boundary lines 
of the European countries, does not seek to enter European politics. But 
they further agree that they must join in the defense of democracy when- 
ever and wherever it is unjustly assailed, that they must form a partnership 


with the Allies to make a second outbreak of German vandalism impossible. 


. 


MERICA would welcome a return of world peace; but it must be a 
democratic peace, one that does not bear the stamp made in Ger- 
many. The United States is not actuated by a racial hate of the 
German people; it seeks neither extended boundaries nor a monetary in- 
demnity for the billions already expended: it does not desire to see the 
middle classes and the laboring classes of Germany impoverished by a taxa- 
tion which will make life a misery during the next three generations. But 
the United States demands that the government which forced us to un- 
sheathe the sword of liberty and safety shall no longer be permitted to act 
in the name of the German people. The contract that binds Germany to 
keep the peace will not be accepted bearing a Hohenzollern signature. ) 

Until these conditions are secured the United States will fight on. No 
matter if other countries follow the shameful course of Russia, the United 
States will demand that the world shall be made secure for democracy in 
fact as well as in name—a fit and safe world to live in. : 

Count von Hertling intimates very clearly that neither the Kaiser nor 
his associates in crime are ready to abdicate. If they will yield only to force, 
then they must be made to feel that force. And the German people must 
be made to know that so long as they form an association with their despicable 
rulers, they, too, must feel the sword of justice. The United States has 
enlisted for the period of the war. Verbal acceptance of peace fundamentals 
on the part of the German Chancellor will not cause a moment's relaxation 
in our preparations to send 5,000,000 armed men along the road where 
American women and children were foully murdered by pirates hidden in 
German submarines. The American people desire peace; but a great ma- 
jority of them are convinced that to secure the peace they so eagerly desire 
they must fight for it and they do not hesitate to meet any test of arms Ger- 
man autocracy may propose. They recognize that a necessary war is a just 
war, and having once enlisted they are prepared to go to the end of the 
trail. Such is the stand of Uncle Sam; it is the stand of a united American 
people. 

Fair words are on the German Chancellor's: lips; but his hands are 
stained with innocent blood; his purse is filled with stolen coin; his passions 
are satiated with rape and license; and his heart is as black as the dungeons 
of Tiberius. If Democracy is to sup with him and his master, it must indeed 
provide itself with a long spoon Aa :

SAYS BRITISH EARL. 


STRUGGLE FOR THE 


| SAME IDEALS. 


Addressing the City Club at noon 
yesterday, Alexander Edward Mur- 
ray, eighth Earl of Dunmore, who 
carries two German bullets and a 
piece of a shell in his body, as- 
serted that unquestionably the Allies 
will win the war, but warned against 
an attitude of relaxation. He paid 
high tribute to the loyalty and pa- 
triotism of America and the Sam- 
mies now on the battle front. 

The Earl, who is a lieutenant- 
colonel, said the war is a battle be- 
tween two big ideals—the § selfish 
ideal of Germany and our spiritual! 
ideal, in which all the Allies concur. 

“We are in the war to save our 
ideals,” he said. “We are fighting 
the most merciless power in the 
world. You entered this war for 
the same reason that we did, be- 
cause you are an honorable people. 
We are going to see this war through 
together. We have got to fight it 
— ne matter what the cost may 

The distinguished officer said the 
English casuaities last year amounted 
to 1,000,000 officers and men, vet to- 
day the English army is stronger 
than ever before.

To Reclaim 600,000 Acres. 

The knowledge that the United 
States Reclamation Service will be 
engaged during the remainder of 
the war in planning homes for re- 
turning soldiers is the oustanding 
development of the conference which 
ended a few days ago. 

The new preparedness for peace 
plan has a special interest for Colo- 
rado in that the plans involve some 
enormous work to be undertaken in 
this State if Congress sanctions the 
plan.

“We have always paid our chi- 
dren for their services—the boys for 
doing the chores and the girls for 
household duties. But we are very 
exacting regarding the quality of 
their work and demand the most 
faithful performance of every task. 
Consequently, they will be conscien- 
tious in doing the work of the world 
and their employers will find them 
dependable,,which is a big factor in 
getting and keeping a job. 

“We fine them when they are 
cross or disobedient. They go to 
bed when the clovk strikes. They 
never tease to sit up, for it costs a 
penny to put up a perfectly useless 
argument. We have plenty of piain, | 
substantial food, but every Friday 
night we have a candy pull or a 
popcorn feast or roasted apples or 
some little frolic that makes a big- 
ger appeal than an ‘all-day sucker’ 
or cheap candies. 

“During the year we have many 
outings and the children pay their 
own expenses out of their own sav- 
ings. I put up for the ‘frills’ and 
always manage a special treat for 
all the holidays. But the night be- 
fore we go we figure out every cent 
of the cost. We each take our own 
purse and pay our own bills from 
care fare to ‘fixings.’ There is no 
wailing when passing a candy shop 
or an ice cream stand: no fussing 
to ride on merry-go-rounds. Not 
one of my children would indulge 
in a pleasure that was not shared by 
all the others and all are so splen- 
didly independent that no one 
would ‘sponge’ on another. 

NOT THE “OLD FOLKS.” 

“Above everything I want my 
children to be generous with each 
other and I want them to make the 
comfort of their parents their first 
consideration. I never expect to 
know the ignominy of being ‘the 
old man’ or their mother ‘the. old 
w@man.’ While they are children 
we play the principal part in the 
drama of their lives and untl the 
curtain rings down we axpect to 
have the center of the stage so far 
as decent consideration is concerned. 
We both aim to make our relations 
with our children harmonious and 
reciprocal. Many young people 
think that all they get out of their 
fethers and mothers ts treasure 
tfeve and later they are certain to 
regard their parents a drag and a 
—— when they are old and help- 
ess. 

“There is always a baby at our 
house. The great superfacts of life 
are kngwn even to the little ones 
and there is great rejoicing when a 
new life is expected. All through 
the long months of waiting the chil- 
dren are unspeakably tender of their 
mother. And all are so eager to 
save their pennies for the new 
baby’s bank book. It's perfectly 
amazing how much they set aside 
from their earnings at home and 
abroad and how joyfully it is given. 

“It's a big ceremony when mother 
carries the tiny babe to the bank 
arid each youngster fills out his own | 
deposit slip. We make a brave show- 
ing when the mother and I add our 
saving of pennies. I tell you, there 
is great rejoicing in our family cir- 
cle when a new name is added to the 
savings department of the United 
State Postal Bank. 

THE BANK BOOKS. 


“When we get home we all read 
our bank books, for we all know 
how much we earn and how much 
we spend and how much we save. 
I find these dozen bank books very 
interesting reading. We all do stims 
in arithmetic to cast up the interest 
and figure up how much we ‘are 
ie ~ in dollars and cents.

Inspectors, dealers, manufacturers, 
ang all others concerned are advised 
that the sale of anything in Canada 
by wine measure is illegal; that the 
effering for sale of any goods of 
vhich the contents are clearly 
measure, e.. g.

ing unmarked containers of goods 
as pints, quarts, etc., when their con- 
tents are actually United States 
measure (wine measure) is illegal. 

Goods in packages and containers 
may be put up and sold without any 
reference to the measure of the con- 
tents, or the contents may be in- 
dicated by weight in pounds or in 
ounces, but if any reference what- 
soever is made to the contents by 
measure, it must be in Dominion 
measure only. 


The collector of customs, Calcutta, 
has furnished to the consulate-gen- 
eral a list, complete to date, of all 
articles the importation of which 
into British India is prohibited.

already declared its independence. 
Finland is, with one or two excép- 
tions, the most non-Russian part 
of Russia. Geologically it belongs 
to the Scandinavian possessions, be- 
ing cut off. from Russia proper by 
a chain of lakes which form one 
huge trench from the Baltic to the 
White Sea. It has an area of 144,- 
255 Square miles, and is therefore 
about the size of Montana, or two- 
thirds the size of France. 


OWE CIVILIZATION TO SWEDEN, 


The Finns, who form nine-tenths 
of the population of the duchy, took 
possession when they were still bar- 
barous nomads, a ousand years or 
more ago.

Alexander fhe Great, Who may be 
considered one of the greatest gen- 
erals of ancient times, subdued na- 
tions by wading through the blood 
of his fellow-bei the sword 
he conquered and by the sword he 
kept his subjects in bondage. But 
scarcely was he consigned to the 
grave when his empire was dismem- 
bered and hie subjects shook off 
the yoke that had been imposed upon 
them. 

The Aposties conquered kingdoms 
to their Divine Master, not by force, 
but by persuasion, not by the mate- 
rial sword, but by “the sword of the 
spirit which is the word of God:“ 
not by shedding the blood of others, 
but the voluntary shedding of their 
own blood; not by enslaving the 
bodies of men, but by rescuing their 
souls from the elavery of sin. And 
the spiritual republic which they’ 
founded exists unto this day, is con- 
stantly extending its lines, and is 
consolidated, not by frowning forti- 
fications and standing armiés, but 
by the divine influence of religious 
and moral sanctions. 

LAWLESS AMBITION.

No rational or dispassionate mind 
ean review the history of the infant 
church without discerning the stamp 
of divinity impressed upon her brow. 
When we consider the rapid owth 
of the Christian religion and the 
instruments that were em- 
ployed to produce such results, when 
we consider the hostility the Apos- 
tles encountered in the whole course 
of their ministry, when we con- 
template the opposition they met 
with from the learned and from the 
populace, for every author of note 
whose writings have come down to 
us, such as Tacitus, Suetonius and 
Pliny, all of whom speak with con- 
tempt and derision of the Christian 
religion: when We consider the hos- 
tility of the priests of the pagan 
superstition and from the established 
government itself, for the Roman 
emperors during nigh 400 years were 
the high priests of the existing 
heathen worship; they were as close- 
ly identified with the pagan worship 
as the Czar of Russie was allied 
with the Greek church of today; 
above all, when we reflect on the 
sublime and austere moral code 
which they proclaimed to a people 
whese religion tolerated and even 
sanctioned the most dissofute morals, 
we are forced to admit that Chris- 
tianitv is divine and miraculous in 
its oririn. 

STRONG CONFOUNDED. 

Well did St. Paul sound this key- 
note when he exclaimed: “The fool- 
ish things of the world hath God 
chosen that He might confound the

gated not by the folly of the cross,

| GRCWTH EXPLAINED. 

The historian Gibbon, the afithor 
of “The Decline and Fall of the 
Roman Empire,“ was obliged to 
admit the wonderful growth of the 
Christian religion in the first three 
centuries, But he endeavored to 
explain the phenomenon on purely 
natural ounds. He ascribes the 


mp and splendor of a tem- 


spread of Christianity to these five 
Great causes: First, the indomit- | 
able zeal of the primitive Chris- 
tians; second, their pure and 
blameless lives; third, their un- 
shaken belief in the immortality of | 
the soul; fourth, their alleged pow- | 
er of working miracles, and, fifth, 
their admirable organization. 

There is no doubt, indeed, that 
these causes exerted a powerful in- 
fluence on the propagation of 
Christianity. But I maintain that 
they were secondary and not pri- 
mary causes. They were the effects 
of a first great cause. If you be- 
hold a beautiful, placid lake, in your 
travels through Switzerland or the 
Adirondack Mountains, your curi- 
osity may lead you to discover the 
streams which f it. Your in- 
vestigation is rewarded ty finding 
five rivulets flowing into ft, in pur- 
suing your investigation still farther 
you find that these streams have 
their source in the enow-capped 
mountain in the distance.

The twentieth century was too me- 


terious as a rip-saw, and the modern 
novelist found himself in possession 
of an unrivalled mastery of his art, 
a perfect command of his materials, 
all in a world whence the shy spirit 
that makes great literature had ap- 
parently fled. This is not to say that 
the twentieth century did not pro- 
duce any great books. It is obviously 
true, however, that in proportion to 
the number of able writers at work 
and the number of skillfully written 
works published, a smaller number 
of great works could be found than 
in any previous: period. 

If the quality of twentieth-century 
life was responsible for the scarcity 
of great work, the war should have 
changed the situation completely. 
For the war brought all the missing 
elements, and brought them with an 
intensity and magnitude for which 
history affords no parallel. The ad- 
venturous warfare of the days of 
chivalry cannot compare with the 
routine of an air patrol over the west- 
ern front on any fine sprink morn- 
ing. The national tragedy of France 
in 1870, that gave birth to a whole world’s 
French literature, has been sur- day to day. 
passed by half a dozen national 
tragedies in the world today. The 
horrors of past wars, which form 
the groundwork of a number of the 
greatest European novels, are com- 
pletely eclipsed by what has taken 
place in Belgium, in Poland, in Ar- 
menia. And, above all, the element 
of heroism, which is the inspiration 
of most great war literature, has 
been a thousand times more in evi- 
dence in this wer than at any time 
in the world’s history before. 


On the larger social side, it is 
clear that changes of unparalleled 
magnitude are taking place in the 
very foundations of civilization. The 
Renaissance was a period when im- 
portant changes shook society, an 
the Renaissance released a flood of 
and literature that has 
never been equalled before or since.

Boys from Sardinia. 

All Italy is striving to pay honor 
to the Sassari brigade which played 
such an important part in the re- 
cent Asiago offensive. The charge 
of these men up the steep slopes of 
Monte di Val Bella was one of the 
notable events of the war. It has 
won for the Sassari a permanent 
place in the affections of the Italian 
people. 

In their made rush up the slope of 
the mountain the Sassari carried 
their bayonets in their teeth so as 
to leave both hands free for hurling 
grenades. The Teutons remained in 
their trenches to await the impact 
of the charging men. Neither daunt- 
ed by the strength of the position 
nor fatigued by the charge up the 
mountain, the Itallans engaged in 
a fierce but brief hand-to-hand ht 
with the defenders, and not a u- 
ton escaped. All were killed or cap- 


tured, 

Shortly after the battle the Sas- 
sari, relieved of front-line duty, 
marched twenty miles to the rear. 
The brigade reached its destination 
in good order, despite the fact that 
the villagers along the way insisted 
on embracing the heroes. 

A remarkable feature of the 
achievement of the Sassari is their 
lack of experience under fire. The 
brigade is largely composed of boys 
recently called to the colors, many of 
them 19 or 20 years old. 

The Sassari is a Sardinian bri- 
grade, drawn from the large Medi- 
terranean island just south of Cor- 
sica. Though Corsicans and Sicil- 
dans have long been famous in song 
and story, the Sardinians surely 
have not. Poets and romancers 
have given Sardinia a wide berth.

Therefore, it is better to keep the 
car always well stocked with oil, 
and then if it is stolen, when it 
fe recovered it will be in better 
condition than if there was no olf! 
in it. Probably the theft bureau 
can recover it before the oil supply 
is exhausted. 

ANOTHER TRICK. 

Another trick to be remembered 
is not to leave valudbies of any kind 
in the side pockets é6f the machine. 
This includes kodaks and guns par- 
ticularly. They are most always 
stolen. The revolver may be used 
by the thieves to yee some of the 
police, or it may be used against 
the owner himself if he is nervy 
enough to try to snatch his car out 
of the clutches of the thieves. As 
for leaving lap robes or overcoats 
in the machines—that is fatal, they 
are surely stolen these days. 

Thieves are afraid of owners who 
do their own Sherlock work, so 
every motorist should be his own 
detective, says the Automobile Club 
When you park your car 


and get out and start to go in an 


office building, or wherever it is 
you are going, turn around and look 
back to see if the busy little thieves 
are getting away with it, for they 
steal em before the motor gets 


cold.

The variety of shade trees more 
generally planted in Southern Call- 
fornia is remarkably small and this 
flso is the case with the shrubs in 
universal use for hedging and as or- 
namentals. The pepper, eucalyptus, 
cypress, umbrella, gravillea, and 
palm practically exhaust the list of 
shade trees, and for the hedge row 
the cypress, privet and laurestina 
are generally used.

PLAN'S POSSIBILITIES. 


The home garden movement is an 
excellent one; it accomplished some- 
thing last year, and promises to do 
more this year. But that is net 
enough. Every acre of tillable and 
irrigable land in this city should be 
put under crop this year, and 
should be so well cultivated and 
cared for as to produce the maxi- 
mum. On the thousands of acres 
long since subdivided but not as yet 
improved with buildings, literally 
tons and thousands of tons of food 
could be produced. This is no idle 
dream, but a fact. With the will te 
do, wonders can be accomplished 
this year. The planting season for 
many crops has just begun; others 


Jean be planted in almost any month 


in the year in this State; second 
crops of some of the most- needed 
staples, such as corn and potatoes, 
are 8 practicable. With an or- 
ganization directing the operations 


erations, the work could be car- 
ried on economically, efficiently, eue- 
cessfully. 

While the objection may be made 
that amateur farming does not pay, 
the fact that scores of retired farm- 
ers are now making their homes 
in this city and that most of them 
would be glad to be called to the col- 
ors in an advisory capacity must be 
taken into consideration. Then, too, 
we have the newly-o nized County 
Farm Bureau, with the farm adviser 
and his cofps of assistants, all brim- 
full of ntific knowledge as to 
seeds and solls and bugs and things, 
and ready and willing to give expert 
advice. 

As to the best crops to plant on 
these available city tracts, the choice. 
is wide. On the smaller tracts, of 
from five to ten acres, vegetables of 
good keeping quality, such as pota- 
toes, beans, peas, cabbages and on- 


ranging in size from ten to twenty 
acres such standard field crops as 
corn and the grain sorghums, such 
as milo maize, Egyptian corn, or 
feterita, might be profitably grown, 
On still larger areas barley, either 
for hay or for grain, would be a 
valuable crop.. While it is rather 
late for this crop, 
it should be successful. 
The production of such forage 
crops a8 kaflr corn, sweet sorghums, 
Kuda gras, cow peas and soy beans, 
which require comparatively little 
cultivation and irrigation, might still 
be practicable. With the scarcity of 
feed for cattle, swine and other farm 
animals, an effort to increase the 
supply and so indirectly to insure 
more milk and butter and meat, is 
worth consideration. A market for 
such crops could be arranged for in 
advance, preferably at home. This 
would encourage more city dwellers 
to keep a family cow or goat, which 
are wonderfully efficient machines 
tor converting such forage into Ru- 
man food, 

Since poultry feed is so high In 
price as to seriously menace that 
industry, a concerted effort might be 
made to produce grain to be sup- 
plied at a fair price to city or coun- 
ty residents who could make good 
use of it. Every effort should be 
made to keep up the egg produc- 
tion, and so to decrease the demand 
for meat and other foodstuffs needed 
for export.

good account of themselves. Al-

of his work to learn. 

First, we should recognize that 
rain water has been shown and 
proved an important fertilizer. The 
proofs of this were laboriously ob- 
tained by experimentors who grew 
plants successfully with rain water 
in carefully-washed sand and in 
hard coal ashes. The Moors, who 
were the best irrigators of whom 
we have history, proved that by 
careful manipulation fruits could 
be produced in shifting sands with 
rain water. Rain usually falls in 
dull weather when evaporation is 
low and as a result sinks well into 
the soil wherever the conditions are 
favorable, as in a plowed or culti- 
vated field and a light porous soil. 
Rains during the winter and early 
spring season provide the deep 
Water necessary for the encourag- 
ing of deep rootage by the plant and 
for nourishing the Plant while mak- 
ing root.

The difficulty we encounter is in the 
varying soil layers 


which check 
the downward flow, the lateral 
seepage and the capiliarity. <A 
layer of sand a foot or twe below a 
clay soll will not receive any water 
from the clay until the clay ita over- 
saturated, while at the same time the 
clay distributes the soil laterally 
very slowly. Thus the slow drain- 
age of this clay stratum makes ir- 
rigation slow and irksome, and it Is 
even difficult for us to follow. the 
water movements in the soll so as to 
judge if we have obtained a thor- 
ough see Reverse this proc- 
ess, and while the irrigation water 
quickly goes through a top sand 
layer, it is arrested by the clay, 
Which takes water ore slowly. 
The water takes too active a lateral 
movement and it the clay stratum 
is on an incline, the water may be 
carried off by subdrainage; and 
again we have failed in our pur- 
pose. | This may occur as well with 
the rain, but it does not then entail 
the cost in time, labor and fluid 
measurement. 

But another point, too often lost 

sight of, confronts us. Our irriga- 
tion ts applied in fine weather be- 
“neath clear skies when evaporation 
is so high that we lose from 30 to 
50 per cent. of our irrigation by its 
being carried off in the air: In 
common practice our best methods 
record a loss of 30 per cent. and, as 
usually carried on, a loss of 50 per 
cent. and over takes place. Wheth- 
er our solls are supplied deeply 
with water either from rains or ir- 
rigation, is the very first principle 
of irrigation to observe. The tend- 
ency of the water in the solls being 
upward (unless they are underiaid 
with loose gravel strata, in which 
ease drainage may be severe at the 
gravel depth,) we are interested to 
know what is likely to take place. 
While water rises more surely in 
clay or loam than in sand, it rises 
more slowly. A clay or a loam will 
‘draw water up from a sana more 
rapidly than a sand will raise it 
from a clay. The most reliable 
figure I have seen worked out from 
experiments shows that clay will 
litt water from sand five times fast- 
,er than sand will from clay, and 
that a good loam will do the same 
on a basis of four to one. 


| Importance of Irrigation. 
Before reviewing the processes o 
irrigation as practiced, a word 


about water and its relations to the 
Soll and the crops may be of value 
in impressing its importance. This 
is suggested by the calls of ranch- 
ers for fertilization where intel 
gent examinations have shown that 
ithe real troublé has lain in the 
water table. Among the peculiari- 
ties of water are its relations to 
| heat and its action in capillaries or 
‘hair tubes. Water rises higher in 
solls and plants than any other 
fluid and its rising shows a convex 
or up-rounding shape as against the 
concave or saucer shape that 
| shows at the tops of the columns 
ot other rising fluids. This is why 
water rises so surely in the soll, 
which action we call capillarity. It 
is this rising faculty of water that 
makes possible the great height of 
trees. Temperature changes more 
slowly in water than in any other 
fluid. It takes more heat to in- 
crease the temperature of water 
than of any other substance. The 
value of this is that the water in 
the soil does not get hot like the 
dry sand and clay, but, if mixed 
with them keeps them cool. At 


burnt up by the hot sun and if the 
Plant has as full saturation as it 
can accommodate, there is very lit- 
tle danger of harm in a hot spell. 
This saturation runs from 60 to 95 
per cent. of the actual plant weight.

While many growers do not seem 
to have any real méthod there has 
a rule among potato growers 
something like this: The potato 
growth has been divided into four 
periods. First, when the plants are 
four inches high. Second, when the 
tubers are beginning to form. Third, 
in full bloom. Fourth, when nearly 
ripe. The plan with this has been to 
apply two or three inches at the 
first period. three or four inches at 
the second period, four or five inches 
at the third period and two to six 
or even seven inches, at the last ir- 
rigation, or fourth period. A care- 
ful test of these and other, methods 
gave the best result from one inch 
applied weekly during the growing 
season, or a little over one acre-foot 
A similar periodic plan has been ob- 
served by many beet growers, but 
when all the methods and want of 
methods were fully tested, it was 
found that one inch a week, or about 
thirteen inches a season has proven 
the best plan always, of course, pro- 
vided the sub-irrigation was first 
made good as described. The vari- 
ation from these standards should 
have careful thought. The conditions 
of the soil, the climatic peculiarities 
and the water service will always 
influence the result, and to some ex- 
tent control the practical methods, 


but the aim should be to not only! 


produce the best crops, but to con- 
serve the water supply of the land.

The most wasteful system yet de- 
vised is the sprinkling method. It 
really is not properly irrigation, as 
apart from the loss by run-off, there 
is a great loss from evaporation. 
Some people have been pleased with 
it in orchard work because it keeps 
the trees clean and washes off young 
scale and insects and that is really 
the only point in favor of it as 
clean plants have better breathing 
power and are thereby benefited. But 
an occasional sprinkling seems all 
that is necessary for such cleaning 
and depending on sprinklers for gen- 
eral irrigation is too wasteful. 

The most economical method is 
ut. doubtedly the use of underground 
ripes, but this is such an expensive 
eperation to install that most 
growers are unwilling to adopt it. To 
Install such a system so that it will 
be permanent and dependable re- 
quires a great deal cf detail, as con- 
sideration must be Kiven o the 
density of the soll around the out- 
lets. Only clear water can be used 
in an underground pipe system. It 
tho water is dirty the siit is almost 
sure in time, to clog, either the 
joints of the pipe, the elbows or the 
ontlets. Irrigation hardpans are 
formed by flooding and basin irri- 
gating, owing to the very fine silt 
of the solls being carried a little 
deeper into the sell and clozging the 
capillaries.

ter of each boring it is best to make 
the tests close, say 100 to 200 feet 
apart; but if the indications from a 
few borings are largely identical we 
are safe to make our contour lines

If the land is but ten or twenty 
eren a test hole at each corner, 
about 100 feet inside the line, will 
generally give us a good reading of 
the soil. We we lay each boring out 
in the trough as the lifts are brought 
out we can easily judge of the 
chances or possibilities of sinking 
water into the soll and what the 
drainage 18. ‘ 

The land must be cleared of all 
stumps where these exist, and for 
this purpose the stump puller is su- 
preme. Blasting stimps is a favo- 
rite plan with some people, but the 
labor required after the blast throws 
the balance of credit to the stump 
puller, as it not only lifts out the 
stump, but as well drags the roots 
along with it. These roots, if sim- 
ply cut off and left in the ground, 
interfere with cultivation and irri- 
gation, besides often sending up 
sprouts that have to be removed 
The pulling out of the roots also 
loosens the ground more effectually 
than the blasting powder put in the 
stump. 

If there are stones on the land 
large enough to interfere with the 
plowing and cultivating tools they 
should be removed, as they are very 
hard on cultivators and harrows. 
Removing stones is a hand-labor op- 
eration, a drag being required to 
carry them away. Small stones do 
not hurt land; in fact, they are an ad- 
vantage on irrigated land, as they 
keep the soil open so that the {irri- 
gation water can seep well into the 
subsoil. If they are massed too 
plentifully, however, they destroy 
capillarity so that the subwater does 
not rise as it should to nourish the 
rootlets among the plant roots. 
Land Grading. 

The grading of the land, which is 
done with the shovel graders and 
grading scrapers, should follow the 
contour carefully with a view of 
obtaining the gentlest possible gradi- 
ents. It is not always possible to 
grade land all on one slope. In such 
ease the elevations at all changing 
points should be taken and marked 
by lath or pole and each piece grad- | 
ed so as to get the gentlest slope 
from its highest point. Along the 
highest contour line of the land and 
of the sections of it we propose to 
irrigate, a ditch, flume or pipe line 
should be established, so that the

SALVAGE ALL 
5 THE FARM JUNK. 
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BY HAROLD J. WOOD. 


In line with the campaigns of 
conservation which have been sweep- 
ing the country since the outbreak 
of the war is the impulse to salvage 
all of the useless iron and steel 
junk on the ranch. The demand 0 


junk tron and steel at the present 
time makes the gathering up of such 
stuff a wise thing for the boy to un- 
dertake when he has nothing more 
urgent to occupy his mind. 4 

When the scrap metal has all been 
collected together the farmer should ! 
see to it that valuable materials, 
such as clevises, hooks, horseshoes | 
and pieces of scrap iron, have not 
been tossed into the heap, for these 
can be used to good advantage in 
the average ranch tinker shop and 
will cost big money if it is neces- 
sary to replace them in these times. 

But all of the junk that appears 
to be of no further use on the prem- 
ises may as well be sold off, else 
it will work its way into the earth 
as time goes on and be completely 
lost to the industrial world. When 
it comes to disposing of junk it is 
sometimes poor policy to deal with 
the junkman who calls at the house. 
It is a good idea to separate the 
steel from the iron, as the prices 
for them differ, and if the lot is 
mixed it will be graded at the price 
for the cheapest grade. If you have 


way to the irrigating furrows. If the 
land is well and correctly graded the 
work of establishing tirrigation is 
very easy, but great care should be 
observed to grade properly.

WEANING THE PIGS. 

When pigs are about 5 weeks old. 
they will begin to taste some of their 
mother’s feed. Do not be in a hurry 
to wean them. Eight weeks is young 
enough to Wean them, if there is 
skim milk for them, Ot course, the 
size and development has a great 
deal to do with their weaning age. 
If skim milk is not obtainable. it is 
better to let the pigs nurse the sow 
until 10 weeks old. Skim milk and 
corn, or skim milk and shorts, fed 
in the proportion of three to one, 
make an excellent ration for wean- | 
lings. If skim milk is not available, 


four parts middlings, and one part 
tankage, fed as a thin slop, is very 
good. Good succulent pasture is al- 
ways beneficial. It will ald wonder- 
| fully in putting growth on the young 
pigs, and the grain expense will be 
lessened. After a litter of pigs has 
been weaned and are eating well, 
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the time and space, and your heap 
of junk metal amounts to several 
hundred pounds, it will pay you to 
haul it to the city some day when 
you are making the trip, and sell 
it at some reputable junk yard, 
where you will be more likely to get 
what the stuff is actually worth. 


More care is necessary in fatten- 
ing calves than in feeding grown 
eattle, but, whenever possible, it is 
best to raise and finish beef cattle 
on the same farm.

In a small garden (200 feet, 
1000 square feet, or smaller.) where 
the work fs all dome by man power 
rather than by horse power, the 
only tools required are a digging 
fork or spade, a steel-tooth rake 


and a hoe. 


Two stakes and a string as long 
as the rows are to be made will serve 
the purpese of a purchased garden 
line to lay of straight rows.

Hoes—There are at least six spe- 
clal kinds of hoes besides the or- 
dinary broad-bladed ene in most 
common use, generally called 
the “garden” hoe, although it is 
really the “square,” “draw,” corn,“ 
eld,“ or socket“ hoe. For working 
among small plants one of the nar- 
row, pointed hoes is oftem’ useful:

sential in preventing its spread. 
Certain substahces such ag freshly- 
slaked lime, or unslaked lime in 


bolic acid, corrosive sublimate, for- 
malin, formaldehyde gas, or a com- 
pound solution of cresol posses the 
power of .destroying bacteria with 
which they come in contact. To 
make the use of such substances of 
value, however, the work must be 
done with the utmost thoroughness. 
Careless disinfection is probably 
worse than none if it merely serves 
to give a false sense of security. 

In the disinfection of stables and 
premises, according to one expert, 
the following directions should be 
carefully observed: 

Sweep the entire interior surface, 
including ceilings, side walis, stall 
partitions, floors, ete., free of dirt 
and dust. 3 

Remove all accumulations of filth 
by scraping and if any woodwork has 
become decayed so that it is porous 
or absorbent, it should be removed, 
burned and replaced with new ma- 
terial. 

If the floor is of earth, remove 
four inches from the surface and 
replace it with éarth from an un- 
contaminated source; or if improve- 


ments are desired, a new floor of

Al refuse material from the stable 
and barnyard should be removed to 
a place not accessible to the stock 
and covered with freshly-slaked 
lime. The manure spread upon the 
fields should be turned under im- 
mediately. 

The entire interior of the stable, 
especially the feeding troughs and 
drains, should be saturated with a 
disinfectant, as a 3 per cent, com- 
pound solution of cresol, which 
would be four ounces of, the com- 
pound to every gallon of water. 

The best method of applying the 
disinfectant is by means of a strong 
spray pump, such as those used by 


‘fruit growers in spraying trees, or 


a small garden sprayer may be used. 


All mangers and feed boxes which 
have been sprayed should be allowed 
to dry, and then be washed out with 
hot water to prevent poisoning the 
stock. The spray should be applied 
immediately following any outbreak, 
and as a matter of precaution, it may 
be used once or twice yearly. 

All stables, like houses, should 
have ample window space in order 
to admit a plentiful supply of sun- 
light and fresh air, in themselves 
among the most powerful disinfec- 
tants known. Most disease gerne 
thrive in dampness, dirt, and dark- 
ness, and à clean, dry stable pre- 
sents the most unfavorable condl- 
tions for thelr development. For 
this reason good drainage is also 
essential in the stable and about the 
barn lot.
